New Military Cabinet Is 
Set Up After Old 
One Is Ousted 


BELGRADE, March 27 (UP) .— 
Throngs shouting “down with Hit- 
bes and the Axis!” surged through 
| Belgrade tonight after a bloodless 
“army revolt which overthrew and 
imprisoned members of the govern- 
‘ment who two days ago signed 
| Yugoslavia's adherence to the Axis 
alliance. 


The new military regime, pledged 
to uphold Yugoslavia’s “dignity and 
sovereignty,” speeded up mobiliza- 
tion to bring at least 1,500,000 men 
under arms in defense of the na- 
tion's frontiers. 


_ Almost every member of the old 
government which capitulated to 
\Hitler’s demands by means of a 
“compromise formula” sealed at 
Vienna Tuesday was seized and im- 
prisoned. 

Heading the quickly established | 
new government which assumed 
power as steel-helmeted troops 
with tanks and machine guns 
patrolled the capital is a veteran 
army leader, General Richard 
Dusan-Simovitch, Premier. 

The government assured the 
alarmed Germar and Italian Min- 
isters that it wants to “maintain 
pea relations” with the Axis. 

Premier Gen. Dusan-Simovitch 
summoned his new Cabinet into its 
first meeting at 1 ©. M., but there 
was no official hint as to what 
‘would be done about the pact with 
the Axis, which still needs ratifica- 
| tion by the Yugoslav Parliament 
to be effective. 


In the Allis-Chalmers situation, the workers | 
were locked out after they agreed to accept a 
formula proposed by the OPM (even though it 
was not a good one for the workers) and the 
proposal was rejected by the company. Now 
the Administration, through Director Knudsen 
and Secretary Knox, attacks the strikers and, in 
the guise of a threat to “seize” the plant, is at- 
tempting to introduce forced labor under mili- 
tary edict.

Oklahoma Senate Asks 
Prison for Organizing 
On ‘Defense Projects’ 


OKLAHOMA -CITY, March 77 
(UP). — The Oklahoma Senate 
passed an act today making it a 
penitentiary offense for a labor 
representative to solicit workers 
on national defense projects for 
union membership. The vote was 
29 to 11. The measure was sent 
to the House for consideration. 

State Senators said they wish- 
ed to prevent the organization 
of laborers on airfield and on 
army camp projects in Okla- 
homa. 

The act provided for prison 
terms of one to three years and 
fines of $1,000 to $10,000 for labor 
representatives who “request, de- 
mand or otherwise seek” to col- 
lect union dues from persons 
working on defense projects.

CHICAGO, March 27.—Against a background of or- 
ganized violence against the union pickets, the Harvester 


strike reached the crucial stage

As the “Dawn Patrol” of several 
thousand pickets assembled here 
early this morning, news was re- 
ceived of similar bioody attacks on 


the strikers in Richmond, Indiana, 


where another International Har- 
vester Plant has been closed by a 
strike. 


After five days of the kind of ter- | 


rorism for which Chicago policeare 
notorious, the strike ranks remain- 
ed more solid than ever. with the 
workers convinced that the strike 
will be won on the picket line and 
not through the tender mercies of 
some mediation board. 


It was clear also that the strikers 


have the upper hand in this situa- 


tion, with not a wheel turning in 
any of the four struck plants. 

It was evident, however. the com- 
pany, unable to break the union 
solidarity by other means, had de- 
clared war, in a final desperate at- 
tempt to bludgeon the workers into 
line with the war and hunger pro- 
gram. 


Strike leaders Robert Foley and 


‘Clifford Kerr, president of the local 


union, were among the 63 strikers 
arrested ahd held incommunicado.

What About Jobs for 
The 9 Million 


© If one believed the commercial’ press, 
uremployment—that perennial ‘evil of capi- 
talism—has vanished. It has been swallowed 
up by the so-called “job boom” about which 
government officials and the newspaper pub- 
lishers prate so loudly. 

Unemployment is not only still here, it is 
getting worse. The thing that isn’t here is 
the “job boom.” In the last few days, the 
Workers Alliance issued a statement point- 
ing out that the number of jobless ap- 
proaches nine million, while there was an 
increase of unemployment in January alone 
of 729,000. The Roosevelt Administration, 
trying to destroy WPA, has cut it to a new 
low of one million jobs. And while able- 
bodied Americans wanting work are caugiit 
between the devil and the deep blue sea, 
corporation profits in 1940 totalled five bil- 
lion dollars, the highest since the stock mar- 
ket crash of 1929. 

Relief is being slashed on all sides—from 
Washington to state and city governments — 
in the name of “defense.” Food, rent and 
other living costs are soaring. Plainly the 
need of the people is for work, not an im- 
perialist war in which the country gains 
nothing, except preparation .or a new and 
more terrifying crisis. 

Administration officials talk glibly about 
a “post-war” employment program, but the 
workers insist upon jobs now, adequate re- 
lief and a chance to make a decent existerce. 
In its staunch fight for the needs of the’ un- 
employed, the Workers Alliance should re- 
ceive the support of ever larger numbers >f 


the trade unions and the general public.

Both Sides Are Enemies 
Of the Jewish People 


When Dr. Chaim Weizmann, the Zionist 
leader, issues a call for a “Jewish army,” it 
is plain that he’s doing a service for British 
imperialism, and a grave disservice to the 
Jewish people. 

As a travelling agent for the Churchill 
regime, he is out to whip up support for the 
senseless European conflict, and to turn the 
hatred of the Jewish people for Hitler into 
channels which will serve the imperialist in- 
terests of the Empire. 

Dr. Weizmann pretends that British im- 


“perialism is a friend of the Jewish people. 


But the empire never has been concerned 
about the persecution of the Jewish people 
by Hitler, the Polish Colonels or any other 
anti-Semitic forces. It took no steps to pre- 
vent this barbarism, but, on the contrary, 
assisted Hitler by turning over to him 
Czechoslovakia and other countries with 
large Jewish populations. . 

Even Dr. Weizmann, in his speech Wed- 
nesday evening, admits the treacheries of 
British imperialism in Palestine, although he 
tries to whitewash them by calling Palestine 
a “remarkable success” for the Jewish people. 

Is it a “remarkable success” that there 
are concentration camps in Palestine, con- 
taining thousands of Jewish people? Is it a 
“success” that British imperialism maintains 
immigration restrictions in this supposed 
“homeland,” while anti-Semitic Polish col- 
onels are admitted freely? Is it a “success” 
that there are now 196 graves of Jewish 
victims of the terrible ship tragedy, when 
the Patria went down after Jewish refugees 
had been barred from Haifa? Is it a “suc- 
cess” that British imperialism incites Arab 
against Jew, and has maintained the White 
Paper discrimination for the last 24 years? 

The Jewish people will remember the last 
war when there was a Jewish army in Pales- 
tine under Lord Allenby and when American 
Jews returned disillusioned after feeling the 


cloven hoof of British imperialism. The Jew- 
ish people stand on the side of peace and 
progress against all. imperialisms—British, 
Nazi or Yankee. They see-alread\ the dis- 
turbing increase in anti-Semitism in Amer- 
ica, under the impetus of President Roose- 
velt’s imperialist “defense” program. 

Jewish Americans have shown that they 
can distinguish between democracy, peace 
and freedom on one hand, and the siren war 
calls of a paid agent of the Crown, on the

“The Dilemma of the Grand Coulee 


® It’s most .interesting to observe the 
meditations of the New York Herald Tribune 
on the Grand Coulee Dam. 


This great public works in the state of 
Washington, which has just begun to func- 
tion officially, is “one of the greatest engi- 
neering feats in the world,” the newspaper 
asserts. Its “superlatives. in size” are 
enough to stagger the imagination of an 
author of “Horatio Alger” tales. 


The Herald Tribune lists some of these 
“superlatives,” including “the height of the 
dam will be two and a half times the height . 
of Niagara; it will permit, enough water to 
flow over the dam each year to provide New 
York City with water for a century.” 


But the very immehsity of this engineer- 
ing accomplishment causes the Herald 
Tribune to shake its head, and to express 
grave “doubt” as to its “true usefulness.” 
For one thing: 


_ “Se much greater is its potential produc- 
lion of electric power than any demand 
which is likely to arise for many years that 
it is difficult to justify it as a power 
project.” 


For another thing: “The total number 
of arable acres of desert land that will be 


~~ 


brought within reach of its irrigation 
ditches represents only a small fraction of 
the already overproducing farm land of the 
United States.” (The emphases in both 
caseg are ours.) 


This big organ of monopoly capitalism, 
to put it bluntly, regrets that more arable 
land is being wrested from the desert in the 
United States. Since our present farm land 
is “overproducing” (because of the capitalist 
cutting down of the farmer’s market through 
low wages), monopoly capitalism would much 
prefer evidently to see the extension of the 
desert further over America. 


The Grand Coulee Dam will also produce 
“too much electric power” for the pocket- 
books of the people under the capitalist set- 
up. Ergo, rather than increasing the pur- 
chasing power of the people, there are “grave 
doubts” that electric power should be put 
within their reach at all. 


In the dilemma of the Grand Couleé, 
there is furnished an exhibit of the dilemma 
of capitalism in America. It has _ built 
mighty industrial enterprises, but with; 
holds their fruits from the people. The 
dilemma of the Grand Coulee is one more 
signal for the urgency of Socialism in our 
America. 
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Philippine C. P. 
Mayors Propose 
Island Reforms 


(By Intercontinent News) 


MANILA, Philippine Islands (By Mail).—A conven- 
tion of the eight Communist mayors of Pampanga 
Province recently went on record for the right of the 
people “irrespective of wealth and social position” to 
possess arms, for introducing trial by jury in the 
Philippines, for repeal of the present law on bail so as 
to prevent the lengthy detention of the poor, and for 
universal suffrage. 

The Communist Mayors decided to hold a conven- 
tion cf their own because the mayors of the majority 
party systematically blocked all the resolutions pre- 
sented by the Communist Mayors at the recent Mayors’ 
Convention, dominated by the reactionary Governor 
Baluyot. 

Among the resolutions passed by the Communist 
Mayors were the folléwing: 

“1, To request the President of the Commonwealth 
of the Philippines to amend, by Executive Order, the 
present firearm regulation so as to permit all the 
people irrespective of wealth and social position, to 
possess firearms. subject only to reascnable limitations. 
The undersigned Communist Mayors have decided to 
pass this resolution, firstly, because it is more demo- 
cratic to extend this privilege to workers and peasants, 
and secondly, because, as a matter of national policy, 


ail the people sh-uld row be trained to use firearms | 


since the country is in danger of invasion and the 
Philippine Army, as at present constituted, cannot 
alone be expected to defend the country from such 
an invasion.” 

2. To protest against the abolition of municipal 
police units and their replacement with provincial 
police ee by the Rs pase provincial Gov- 
ernor. 

3. To pectent against nabnd nine years the earliest 
age at which children can be enrolled in public schools. 
This would miean that the children of the poor would 
have no schooling, since at nine years of age they are 
already at work in the fields. 

4. To request the President to cpen all public rivers 
which have been converted into fish ponds by the land- 
owners so as to avoid floods which invariably visit the 
province every year and*so as to permit the people rad 
fish in these rivers. 


LOCAL POWERS 

5. For more power to the local government, par- 
ticularly fh the matter of taxation. 

6. To protest vigorously against any plan to make 
the positions of provincial governors and municipal 
mayors appointive on the ground that such a plan 
would be a direct blow against the basis of democracy 
in the Philippine Islands. 

7. To protest against the forcible transfer of work- 
ers and peasants from one section of the Islands to 
another. 

8. To introduce the system of trial by jury in the 
Philippines. 

9. To grant to the people the right of universal 
suffrage—all our people, irrespective of whether they 
know how to read and write, should be given a voice 
in the choice of their public officials. 

10. To request the Secretary of Justice to recom- 
mend the repeal of the present law on bail so that all 
persons accused of any crime may not be detained for 
a period longer than is absolutely necessary to obtain 
his personal record, and until finally convicted or found 
guilty by competent courts. As it is now, rich persons 
who have money or property do not enter jails until 
convicted, whereas poor people remain locked in jail 
for months for failure to put up the necessary bail. 
This is manifestly unfair and undemocratic as well as 
a ground for the growing discontent of our people.

LANDOWNERS IN PHILIPPINES FIGHT 
IRRIGATION SYSTEM 


A group of landowners from Bulacan are fighting 
the construction of irrigation systems in the Philippine 
Islands on the grounds that it will result in over- 
production of rice. 

The Philippine people and especially the peasants 
are incensed against the landowners for they have 
not forgotten the severe drought that destroyed the 
rice crop in Central Luzon iast year and the starva- 
tion that followed in its wake. 

So staggering were the crop failures due to the 
lack of rain that two Assemblymen have proposed the 
creation cf a revolving fund of twenty million pesos 
for the construction and maintenance of irrigation 
systems all over the Philippines. 

The landowners of Bulacan are fighting this appro- 
priation out of fear that an irrigation system in the 
Philippines will eat into their profits.

Sports Season 


Millions Won Ski. Badges as Mass Participation 
Left Rest of World Far Behind—Boxing, 
Wrestling Picked Up - 


(Ed. Note: We present here the almost miraculous story of the 
growth of a kind of sports life jor all unknown before in the history 
of mankind.. American sports fans, notoriously the keenest of them 
all, now seeing our sports life being destroyed, will be particularly 
interested in the record of the growth of sports life in a country right 
on the borders of the imperialist war—L. R.) 


(Special to the Daily Worker) 


MOSCOW, March 27.—Almost regretfully the So- 
viet citizens from the Finnish border to distant Vladi- 
vostok are watching the snows melt and the ice dissolve 
to close the greatest winter sports season in the history of the score- 
old Socialis; state. 

Literally millions of youngsters of both sexes are packing their 
skis, skates and other winter paraphernalia away into Russian equiva- 
lent of moth balls where they will lie until Comrade Jack Frost comes 
swinging down from the Arctic again. 

But those millions of pairs of ski: wrote a record of sporting 
achievement into the annals of the country that may wait a long 
time before they are equalled or surpassed. Out of the six million 
one hundred and twenty thousand young men and women who entered 
the events staged by the Komsomol, the USSR Young Communist 
League, in celebration of the 23rd anniversary of the establishment 
| of the Red Army, five million one hundred thousand or 849 per cent 

successfully won the sports badge awarded to all accomplished enough 
to skilifully pass the skiing tests. As was to be expected the residents 
closer to the Arctic belt, the youths of Karelo-Finland, Kirghizia, 
Byelo-Russia and Leningrad, attained the highest percentage. 

For the more adept skimen the Red Army staged nationwide 
| competition which climaxed in the All-Union Title Meet held in 
Kavgolova, a hilly region near Leningrad, which resembles the 
Alpine state so closely that it has been dubbed, “the Russian 
Switecriand.” Stars from Sverdlovsk, Archangel, Sortavala, 
Minsk, Gorky, distant Buriat-Mongolia and the new Soviet Baltic 
republics competed. The Moscow Dyanamo society ran off with 
the twenty metre trek as Dobryshin and Umayev placed one-two 
—time one hour, thirty-two minutes and nineteen seconds for the 
winner, two minutes later for number 2. Kulakova skied off with 
| the women’s five kilometer race in the fast time of twenty-seven 
| minutes and forty-four seconds. The boys from Moscow did 

pretty well and in the jumping contest, Kudriashev soaring 57.5 
| meters to defeat Andreyev, last year’s Torger Tokle. 

Probably the most sensational event of the entire meet was the 
twenty metre race for Red Army men. In full fighting kit the ski 
soldiers had to surmount several barriers, fling hand grenades ac- 
curately while on their skis, and engaged in various target contestse 
Manzhozov, a trooper station at Moscow, won first place although he 
_ did not break the tape. Several other Red Army men crossed the 
line before him but did not fulfill the other difficult conditions as 
well. His time was excellent, however, one hour thirty-two minutes 
and for the hazardous marathon. In a similar five kilometer event 
with easier conditions for the women Bolatova, Sverdlovsk pride, raced 
to victory in 2459 minutes. In the fifty kilometre run for men Ruda- 
kov, entry of the Locomotive Sports Society of Moscow, hit the cords 
first in four hours, three minutes and seven seconds as the ski slides 


Boxing. Wrestling Grow 


But the winter season was not exclusively devoted to outdoor 
sports. Both boxing and wrestling reccived a huge impetus as a result 
of the many gymnasiums and indoor arenas springing up in every part 
of the Soviet territory. At the present moment the entire land is 
| engulfed in a gymnastics tournament which besides, pitting the skilled 
| against each other, js seeking to develop the Soviet dubs into gymnasts, 
| adept at the parallel bar, the rings, the horses and acrobatics. 
| Even more popular were the boxing and wrestling matches 

engaged in throughout the country. The highlight was the meet 
between the Moscow Red Army glovers and those of the Dynamo 
|

Seciety from the infant Baltic Soviets. The fights made it pos- 
sible to test the quality of the Red Army men since the Eston- 
ians had engaged in fights throughout Europe while the Red 
| Army boys had stayed at home for the obvious reason which 
| kept them and other Soviet athletes behind during previous Olym- 
| pics. Anton Raadik, of Tallinn, Estonia, former middleweight 
champion of Europe, was the only fighter on the Baltic squad 
to win two points, stopping Ganikin on a technical kayo in the 
third. This reversed a previous verdict in which Ganikin had 
beaten the Estonian lad. In other contests the Baltic boxers 
were no match for the Red Army sluggers Even Kiabi, a feather- 
weight veteran of 300 ring battles and six times running cham- 
pion of Estonia, succumbed te the classy skill of Osipov. Kiabi 
faded fast in the later rounds after stepping a fast pace in the 
early cantos 


Red Army Fighters Beat 
Estonian Ex-Pros 


In the welterweight scuffle Yegorov took Knizis of Latvia rather 
easily while in the flercest encounter of the day, Stein, lightheavy- 
weight champion of the USSR, had a tough time to eke out a de- 
cision over Kaneppi, an Estonian topnotcher. The heavyweight 
bout was close also but Stepanov knew too much for Linamjagi, 
Estonia, to earn the referee's nod. If their showing against the class 
of the Baltics is any indication the Red Army maulers can square 
off with anybody and that includes these western Golden Glove 
champions. In fact it is not too bad an idea that a good-will match 
be arranged as was done years ago with the fascist boxers of Il Duce, 

In the Georgian republic, birthplace of Stalin, the emphasis 
was on wrestling. From time immemorial the Georgians have 
been famous as grapplers and one of the most resented sup- 
pressions under the Czars was the ban on the ancient sport. 

For some years, even after the October Revolution, the Georgians 

made slow progress in this as well as all other sports. But by 1940 

the Georgian republic proudly announced that it contained one

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hundred and sixty-five thousand sportsmen, with thirty-eight 
thousand of them concentrated on the collective farms in the 
area. As a result of the widespread demand for instructors in 
all sports a physical culture school was instituted at Tbilisi, the 
Georgian SSR capital, a sports school at Batumi, and physical 
culture departments added to three other institutions of higher 
learning. As a result of this intensive sporting development it 
has become quite customary for Georgian wrestlers, weight lifters 
and boxers to walk off with the honors and prizes at the various 
intya-national competitions. Last year the Tbilisi Dynamo eleven 
won second place in the nationwide football tournament. ‘Like 
the Dodgers they are waiting for this season to grab their gon- - 
falon. 

Meanwhile as the winter season becomes a memory the sportemen 
throughout the entire peaceful Soviet land turn to the spring pursuits, 
swimming, horse racing, soccer, and, do not be too surprised, baseball, 
to keep their abdomens hard and to utilize the leisure the Socialist
